INTERSTATE COMMERCE. 
REPORT OF COMMISSION. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P M.} 

WASHINGTON, Merch 3.—The In- 
terstate Commerce Commission today 
sent to the Senate its report in com- 
pliance with a rerolution of the Senate, 
directing the commission to investigate 
and report differences between import 
and domestic rates from January to 
July. 1902. The report indicates that 
during the six months in question, the 
published rates from ports of entry to 
destinations of traffic imported through 
North Atlantic ports were maintained 
without exception, and that the pub- 
lished rates on domestic traffic from 
those ports also had been observed dur- 
ing that period. 

ft was admitted, however, that de- 
partures from published rates formerly 
were not infrequent. The commission 
states that it has found it difficult 
to compare the duties with differences 
in rates between import and domestic 
traffic. because the duties in a large 
majority of cases are based wholly or 

rtly on values, while the rates are 

on weight, because the rates on 

each class into which inland traffic is 
divided apply to a great many articles 
of diverse character, and widely differ- 
ent value, and because the several 
commodity rates mentioned in the 
cables cover a number of grades of the 
same article, on which varying rates 
are imposed. Many variations were 
found between the description of an 
article in the tariffs of the carriers and 
in the customs laws.

DOES NOT WANT DOOR OF HOPE 


Stery of His Struggle to Gain an Eéu- 
cation, of His Final Triumph and 
the Success That Has Since Attended 
His Efforts. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
CHARLESTON (8. C.) March 2.—The 
sudden crystallizing of public sentiment 
under the influence of political appoint- 
ment, the announcer determination of 
President Roosevelt to elevate the 
colored race, and the ra arraying of 
factions along the same lines that were 
drawn forty years ago have made Dr. 
William D. Crum of Charleston the 
most-talked-of man of the day. 

In an interview today Dr. Crum sald:
